City’s only theater 
being reincarnated 
Coal walkout set

There w ere no scream s - not 
even a low m oan. The Fayette 
Cinema on S. F ayette Street just 
rolled over and died peacefully 
last Tuesday night, without even 
a good-by; m aybe because it 
w asn’t really leaving, just dying 
in order to be reincarnated into a 
dance hall! 
‘ ‘ S o u n d s 
U n l i m i t e d 
D iscotheque,” will be born in 
place of the Fayette Cinem a at 
the end of the month. Through its 
doors will 
no longer be 
the 
fam iliar silver screen and rows of 
seats, but a flashing, pulsating 
dance floor; tables and chairs; 
and a bar which serves non­ 
alcoholic beverages which taste 
like 
the alcohol-injected 
Cold 
Duck, cham pagne and beer (the 
non-alcohol c o u n te rp a rts a re 
called Near-Beer, cham pagne-o 
and dead duck) and a snack bar 
serving pizza, subs, potato chips, 
pretzels, etc. 


ON 
THE 
walls 
of 
the 
discotheque old-time movies will 
be shown, strobe lights will flash 
and kalid esco p es of colorful 
goem etric patterns will spin and 
constantly change, while a m ulti­ 
thousand dollar sound system 
plays all the hits and m ore non­ 
stop. 
In the back of the room, behind 
w here the screen once hung, will 
be 35 gam es; everything from 
air-hockey to the legal form of 
pinball (it won’t pay off in free 
gam es) and electronic gam es 
such as TV ping-pong.

th is 
m e ta m o rp h o sis is none-other 
than the owner-operator of the 
theater, H arry Chakeres, who 
states ascetically, “ It just w asn’t 
right for me to pack up and leave 
W ashington C.H. without giving

enjoy.” 
Chakeres explained why he put 
the lid on the last film canister 
late Tuesday night and sent it 
back to the distributor for the last 
tim e. 
“The sm all theater owner can ’t 
m ake it now days with 60 cents or 
m ore out of every dollar taken in 
at the door going tow ards film 
rental. Any 
profit is quickly 
consum ed by operating expenses 
and overhead; plus, television 
has hurt us so badly,” Chakeres 
a d m itte d 
“ If 
you 
w ere 
a 
distributor sending a movie out 
under the aforem entioned con­ 
tract arrangem ent would you 
send it to a large city like 
C olum bus, w h ere th e re a re 
enough people to fill the theaters 
which are equipped to handle 
vast seating capacities, or would 
you send it to W ashington C.H .?” 
Chakeres questioned and m ade 
his point.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A nationwide 
coal strike will begin just after m id­ 
night tonight and a top official of the 
United Mine W orkers predicted today 
that the walkout will last about three 
weeks. 
Most coal m ines already were shut 
for the V eteran’s Day holiday while 
union and industry negotiators con­ 
tinued efforts to resolve differences 
over a new contract. 
As he arrived for today’s bargaining 
session, UMW Vice President Mike 
Trbovich said failure to reach an 
agreem ent 
before tonight’s official 
strike deadline will prolong the walkout 
at least another week beyond the 
union’s earlier twoweek forecast. 
“ By not com ing up with a contract 
last night or early this morning, I think 
w e’re in for a three-week strik e,” 
Trbovich told reporters. He said the 
m ajor obstacle holding up a settlem ent 
is the economic package dealing with 
w ages, pensions, sick pay and other 
benefits. 
Only a few non-economic 
issues 
rem ained and the union official said 
these will be resolved. 
Trbovich said if the negotiators get 
their “ heads together I think we can get 
som ething by the end of the w eek.” 
Both Guy F arm er, the chief industry 
negotiator, and UMW President Arnold 
Miller said after Sunday night’s session 
that they w ere getting closer to an 
agreem ent but indicated that it still 
w as several days away. 
Each day 
of delay 
will 
further 
prolong the strike, now expected to last 
at 
least 
two 
weeks. 
T hat’s 
the 
estim ated tim e required for m iners to 
vote on any tentative pact. 
The governm ent says a walkout of 
any longer duration will begin to force 
production cutbacks in other industries 
and result in layoffs of thousands of 
workers. 
A strike is unavoidable because of the 
UM W ’s “ no c o n tra c t, 
no w o rk ” 
tradition, and because ratification of 
any settlem ent would require about IO 
days. Thus, the length of the walkout 
depends on the negotiators’ ability to 
ham m er out a new agreem ent that will 
win rank-and-file approval. The cur­ 
rent contract expires at 12:01 a.m . 
Tuesday. 
After furious last m inute stockpiling 
Saturday, m ost coal m ines w ere idle 
Sunday and are expected to rem ain so 
until the union’s 120,000 m em bers ap­ 


prove a new contract. Were the mines 
to work today — V eteran’s Day — the 
com panies would have to pay triple 
wages under holiday provisions of the 
current pact. 
The negotiators m et until ll p.m. 
Sunday before recessing for the night, 
the latest they have worked in nearly a 
week. 


As he em erged from 
the talks, 
F arm er said he thought it would be 
m idweek 
before a settlem ent was 
worked out. E arlier, he had been 
hopeful of an agreem ent over this past 
weekend.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford, preparing for his first official 
journey overseas, says Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger returned 
from his 17-country trip with “very en­ 
couraging” news. 
Ford and Kissinger discussed the 
secretary ’s 18-day trip for three hours 
Sunday at Cam p David, Md. They plan 
to confer about two hours each day this 
week in preparation for F ord’s F ar 
E ast visit. 
The President and Kissinger depart 
for the F a r E ast next Sunday. Ford 
said he was “ looking forward to a 
constructive trip to Japan, South Korea 
and to the Soviet Union.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. D istrict 
Judge John J. Sirica today denied a 
request for a separate trial and for a 
m istrial from two of the defendants in 
the W atergate cover-up trial. 
Sirica acted just before W atergate 
prosecutors w ere scheduled to begin 
playing a series of 26 white House tapes

Several races still in doubt 


days after general election

Six days after the elections, two 
races for senator, one for governor and 
three for the House of R epresentatives 
are still undecided and will rem ain so 
until recounts are completed. 
Here is a state-by-state rundown: 
NORTH DAKOTA: Republican Sen. 
Milton R. Young holds a 240-vote lead 
over form er Gov. William L. Guy, a 
D em ocrat, in the race for Young’s 
Senate seat. Five of the 53 county 
canvassing boards have yet to turn in 
official tabulations, but are expected to 
do so by Tuesday. Young, 76, said 
Sunday: “The uncertainty of it all is the 
w orst p a rt.” 
NEW HAMPSHIRE: In the Senate 
race, Republican Rep. Louis C. Wyman 
held a 335-vote lead out of 220,000 cast 
over Dem ocrat John A. 
Durkin, a 
form er State Insurance Com missioner. 
They face a recount. 
ALASKA: 
Ja y 
H am m ond, 
a 
Republican, had a 661-vote m argin over 
D em ocratic Gov. William A. Egan, 
whom he is seeking to unseat, as ques­ 
tioned ballots in the A nchorage area 


were counted. Still unreported were a 
few absentee ballots and the returns 
from four villages.

Krem lin increases 
Jewish harassm ent 
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David H. Slagle 


MOSCOW (AP) — The Kremlin has 
increased its harassment of Jewish 
dissidents since the announcement in 
Washington of an agreement to let 
more Jews emigrate from the Soviet 
Union, leading Jewish activists have 
told Sen. James L. Buckley. 
The 
conservative 
New 
York 
Republican met for an hour and a half 
Sunday night at the home of scientist 
Alexander Lerner with 16 of Moscow’s 
most active Jewish leaders, most of 
whom have been denied permission to 
leave the country. 
They told Buckley that all the 
telephone lines over which 
the 
dissidents communicated with the West 
have been cut since Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D.-Wash., announced on 
Oct. 18 that the Soviet government was 
liberalizing its Jewish immigration 
policy to obtain trade concessions from 
the United States Congress. 
The Jews told Buckley that for the 
past three years some of their phones 
were shut off periodically, but several 
were usually left open. Now all of them 
have been shut off, they said. 
One of the group, Alexander Luntz, 
said reports from Minsk, the capital of 
Byelorussia, indicate that not only 


those Jews who apply to emigrate but 
those who receive invitations from 
Israel are being subjected to searches 
and confiscations. 
Luntz said that after a recent trip to 
the Caucasian republic of Azerbaijan, 
police detained him and confiscated 
documents and film on the Jews of that 
region. 
“We have seen that not the volume 
but the kinds of persecution have 
enlarged, and most of it is taking place 
where people are not able to inform 
either you or me,” Luntz told the 
senator. 
The Jewish leaders put much em­ 
phasis on their need to maintain phone 
and mail communications with the 
West. They said constant contact would 
provide one of the best means of en­ 
suring that Soviet authorities adhere to 
the emigration agreement. 
Buckley, 
a 
leader 
in 
the con­ 
gressional drive to force the Kremlin to 
liberalize its emigration policies, 
arrived in Moscow Saturday afternoon 
and vigorously pursued the dissident 
community for information. He has 
been ignored by the Soviet government, 
and there has been no mention of his 
visit in the press.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown says he is confident 
the 10th District Court of Appeals will 
overturn a lower court ruling that Ohio 
cannot recover $14 million in defaulted 
loans from two former state officials or 
their bonding companies. 
Judge Jack Young ruled last week 
that neither former Treasurer John D. 
Herbert nor his investment officer, 
Robert Gardner, was guilty of negli­ 
gence in making the loans. 
Young, who came out of retirement 
on assignment to hear a suit filed by 
Brown, also criticized the attorney 
general for failing to take quick action 
to recover the losses. 
The loans in question were two-year 
loans made to the Four Seasons Nur­ 
sing Centers of America for $4 million 
and King Resources, Inc., for $8 
million. Both firms later went broke. 
Young said Brown should have sued 
both firms and his failure to do so 
within 20 months was “indefensible.” 
He also criticized Board of Deposits 
action in 1970 that prohibited Herbert 
from disposing of any investments at a 
loss. 
“We feel Judge Young was wrong in 
his reasoning, that he felt 20 months 
was too long since the loans were made 
for the suit to be filed... ,” Brown said. 
The judge found that the “dilatory 
action or inaction by the attorney 
general’s office negated any offense 
which the treasurer may have com­ 
mitted, as did the order of the Board of 
Deposits.”

railroads and steel companies — are 
expected to feel the initial effect of the 
strike. 
The Norfolk & Western Railway, the 
nation’s second largest coal hauler, has 
already announced plans for layoffs 
once present coal stockpiles at mines 
have been shipped. And, the Penn 
Central, the largest rail carrier, says it 
stands to lose $5 million a week during 
the strike. 
Interior Department officials say a 
strike of only two weeks would cut steel 
production by 25 per cent, with a cut­ 
back of up to 70 per cent forecast if the 
walkout continued into December. 
A drop in steel production would 
ripple through the auto, appliance and 
construction industries. Electric power 
companies have coal reserves of 
several weeks but a long strike would 
eventually begin to have serious 
consequences. 
The government estim ates that 
400,000 workers will lose their jobs after 
four weeks of a coal strike and 1.7 
million after eight weeks.

Top officials say they don’t see any 
plan to change the administration’s ap­ 
proach to the economic situation. 
Over the longer run, that stance 
could bring trouble in Congress and 
with the public. If Congress develops 
any momentum for economic initiative 
at all, Ford could wind up in the 
position of seeming to block it, unless 
he comes up with proposals beyond 
those offered to date. 
But if Ford begins to act by adopting

proposals

guidelines to curb inflation or stepped 
up federal spending to meet recession, 
he faces problems with the Republican 
conservatives. 
Whatever their fate last Tuesday, 
Republican conservatives still com­ 
mand considerable strength within the 
GOP as a result of the gradual shift of 
Republican power toward the South 
and the West. 
Reagan himself plans to embark on a 
nationwide speaking tour next year. He 
is hinting a 1976 presidential bid, 
regardless of whether Ford runs.

“probable” , Mrs. Ford’s recent breast 
cancer operation could give the 
President a perfect “out” if he doesn’t 
want to run.

Israelis 
heighten 
austerity 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) - Slum 
dwellers rioted in protest against the 
government’s new austerity program, 
but Premier Yitzhak Rabin warned 
that more severe measures will come 
soon. 
The premier said in a televised 
speech Sunday that since the war last 
year, “arms have poured into the Arab 
countries and we have had to confront 
this increased strength. 
“This will not be the last step,” he 
declared. “We have to face all the 
struggles — 
m ilitary, 
political, 
economic and social. I do not claim for 
a minute that we have solved these 
problems.” 
To halt the drain on Israel’s foreign 
currency reserves, the government 
early Sunday devalued the pound 43 per 
cent; increased the prices of food, 
gasoline and electricity; froze wages; 
put a six-month ban on imports of cars, 
shoes, television sets, tape recorders, 
beer and cement; levied new taxes on 
overseas travel, banks, insurance 
companies and capital gains. 
The price of milk jumped from 15 to 
25 cents a quart. Sugar tripled, from 16 
to 48 cents a pound. Gasoline increased 
from $1.53 to $1.75 a gallon. 
The pound dropped from 4.20 to 6.00 
to the dollar. 
Treasury officials said the program 
would add about 17 per cent to the cost 
of living, which already has risen 34 per 
cent this year. 
Many people expected something of 
the sort and for the past week have 
been stocking up at supermarkets and 
gas stations.

Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New 
Boston, also 49, will try to become 
speaker in a caucus, probably next 
month, against present Speaker A. G. 
Lancione, D-99 Bellaire. Riffe is now 
speaker pro tem, the No. 2 job. 
The two power struggles had taken 
shape earlier,

Tuesday’s 
election assuring Democrats of control 
of both houses gave it more signifi­ 
cance.

Unanswered questions

Reaction to President Ford’s 
appearance before a congressional 
panel to explain the Nixon pardon 
makes it evident that the outcome 
has left many people dissatisfied 
We share this view. Too many 
significant 
questions 
are still 
unanswered. The House Judiciary 
subcommittee and perhaps its 
parent committee ought to look 
more deeply into this important 
matter 


President Ford is to be applauded - 
has been lavishly applauded by the 
subcommittee and others - for going 
to Congress and opening himself to 
inquiry on a touch subject, It is 
gratifying to have his categorical 
assurance that “ there was no deal” 
between him and the disgraced 
former president 


But Mr. Ford s rather willful hope 
that his account of the pardon and 
what led him to grant it when he did 
has “ cleared the air” of suspicion 
and rumor has not been realized. His 
appearance at the hearing will not 
end the people’s concern about 
Watergate and turn their thoughts to 
other problems, any more than the 
pardon itself did. In both cases, his 
expectations were wrong. 
That is true in the present in­ 
stance, it must be said in fairness, 
not only because the presidential 
response 
was 
inadequate 
but 
because subcommittee procedures 
were ineffective, For all Rep. 
Lawrence J. Hogan’s wrist slap to 
the effect that the five-minute rule 
was 
standard 
practice, 
Rep. 
Elizabeth Holtzman was right: 
restricting each 
subcommittee 


member to five minutes did not 
allow enough time to dig into the 
important questions involved. 


The subcommittee also fell short 
of meeting its responsibility on oth­ 
er counts. It did not precede the 
presidential appearance with the 
questioning of other witnesses which 
the situation demands. It did not call 
for some of the documents which 
might 
shed 
light 
on 
the 
cir­ 
cumstances of the pardon. 


These shortcomings can still be 
remedied. 
The 
President’s 
statement and response to the few 
substantive questions put to him has 
been helpful, but it is not enough. 
The Nixon pardon must be more 
fully explored if the rumors and 
suspicions to which Mr. Ford alluded 
are to be laid to rest.

voluntarism is simply not working. And 
that is directly related to the possibility 
— indeed the probability — of another 
Middle East war with another oil 
embargo. 
The first move 
by a 
returning 
Congress should be to resolve the mess 
over foreign aid. That would include 
the $250 million for Egypt which 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
intimated during his earlier shuttle 
diplomacy would be forthcoming. It 
would go to rebuild the ruins along the 
Suez Canal. Those ruins are untouched 
as Egypt’s President Anwar Sadat is 
reported to anticipate another war 
making reconstruction futile. 
Such a move would support Kissinger 
in his present effort to salvage the basis 
for negotiation that he achieved during 
his marathon diplomacy earlier this 
year. He goes back to the Middle East 
this time empty-handed. 


Next in the order of priority should be 
stern measures to conserve gasoline. 
The reduction of a million barrels of oil 
a day will never be achieved by 
voluntarism. Gasoline rationing or an 
across-the-board cut in petroleum 
imports is essential even without the 
drastic consequences of a new embargo 
resulting from still another war. 
Anyone who thinks this will happen is 
living in a dream world. It is the same 
old Congress with the same old men in 
control of the key committees and the 
key decisions under the committee 
system. These are not bad men. In fact, 
they are conscientious and for the most 
part well meaning. It just happens that 
they are prisoners of a past that takes 
no account of a world in the throes of 
revolutionary change. 


The new Congress with even more 
top-heavy Democratic majorities that 
meets in January will be very much 
like the expiring 93rd. Although there 
may be exceptions, the same leaders 
and the same committee chairmen will 
be re-elected to their present posts. 


Speaker Carl Albert first came to the 
House 26 years ago. He was elected 
majority leader in the 87th Congress 
and Speaker in the 92nd. A sad com­ 
mentary on the sticky tangle between 
the executive and the legislative 
branches is that the vote on con­ 
firmation of Nelson Rockefeller to be 
Vice President is unlikely to come until 
some time in 1975. During this interval, 
the amiable Speaker would become 
President if Gerald Ford should not 
complete his term. 


Mike Mansfield of Montana has been 
majority leader of the Senate since 
1961. He is a decent human being who 
finds it difficult if not impossible to 
produce any semblance of unity with 
the satraps ruling over their own 
committee principalities. 


One of the most notorious of these 
satraps 
is 
Sen. 
Russell 
Long 
of 
Louisiana, elected to the Senate in 1950 
and, 
thanks to 
seniority, 
made 
chairman of the finance committee in 
1966. He bottled up the trade reform act 
which may now, after months and 
months of delay, reach the Senate floor 
for an uncertain fate. 


One change has occurred. Sen. J. 
William Fulbright, defeated for re­ 
election in the Democratic primary in 
Arkansas, was for 15 years chairman of 
the foreign relations committee. In that 
post, he performed invaluable service 
in subjecting foreign policy to sear­ 
ching analysis and criticism. Fulbright 
will be replaced, thanks to the seniority 
escalator, by Sen. John J. Sparkman of 
Alabama who is content to take a 
somnolent view of whatever comes 
along from the executive. 


There may have been a time when 
this nation could affort two years of 
jockeying for position looking to a 
presidential election two years hence. 
That time has long since passed. 


As we drift on a do-nothing course, 
the sound of the falls, the frightening 
events just ahead, grows louder and 
louder.

Fire training readied

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )— Ohio’s 
new $3 million 
firemen’s training 
academy, nearly two years from a 
formal opening, isn’t being set up to do 
away with local training programs, 
Ohio’s fire marshal says. 
“ There has been a lot of confusion 
and misunderstanding about the 
academy,” said state Fire Marshal 
David Lucht. 
“ We’re not out to abolish local 
training programs. We want to expand 
and enhance them.” 
First priority, he said, will be to 
determine what Ohio needs in fire 
training 
and 
to 
establish 
such 
programs. 
Lucht said the five-building academy 
in suburban Reynoldsburg will be open 
on a tuition basis to all professional and 
volunteer firemen, and also will train in 
“ the advanced techniques of fire­ 
fighting, 
management 
and 
ad­ 
ministration, arson investigation and 
other areas where we believe a lot is 
lacking.” 
The academy is scheduled to go into 
operation in the summer of 1976. 
Lucht said “ the main thrust of the 
academy will be to determine the total 
needs of the state and train and educate 
fire fighters, a real effort to reduce the 
loss of life and property from fire.” 
Ohio has an estimated 44,000 firemen, 
75 per cent of them unpaid volunteers 
who now get a basic 36-hour training 
course. Professional firemen are re­ 
quired under present law to receive a 
minimum of 160 hours.

One may start the succession of year- 
around blooms with the snow-drop and 
similar small plants, daffodils, tulips, 
iris, gladiolia, lilies, tuberous begonias, 
cannas and dahlias 
A true bud is really a bud containing 
in it the flowers in miniature. It needs 
only warmth, moisture and the means 
of absorbing the moisture (roots) to 


grow and flower. It is composed of 
layers of overlapping scales and in­ 
creases chiefly by division. The scales 
divide from the parent plant and these 
form new bulbs, actually parts from 
the old plant. Among these is the lily. 
The corm, such as gladioli, is solid 
flesh. It blooms for a single season, and 
an entirely new corm grows about it to 
take its place. In addition to this it 
forms bulblets around its base which 
are also new growths.

Big steel fears UMW walkout 


PITTSBURGH (A P) - The steel 
industry, bolstered by 
a 
no-strike 
agreement with steelworkers and 
headed toward record profits through 
the first three quarters of 1974, faces a 
major threat from the impending coal 
strike. 
The consensus of industry analysts 
was that if the strike lasts more than 
two weeks, layoffs of thousands of 
steelworkers will begin and production 
will be curtailed significantly. 
Coal company and 
union 
rep­ 
resentatives have been meeting in 
Washington and 
reported 
progress 
Sunday night toward an agreement. 
But a settlement was not likely until 
midweek, after the start of a nation­ 
wide strike. The miners’ contract ex­ 
pires at midnight tonight. 
Even if a tentative agreement is 
reached, rank-and-file members must

approve it before the strike ends under 
the union’s no contract-no work tra­ 
dition Ratification is expected to take 
eight to IO days. 
The coal strike would be especially 
costly to the steelmakers if it causes 
shutdowns. 
During shutdowns, the companies 
face rapidly rising costs for taxes, 
bonded indebtedness and machinery 
depreciation. And the cost of closing 
down before and restarting after a 
strike can be staggering. 
That’s why the no-strike agreement 
signed last spring with the million- 
member United Steelworkers Union 
was especially significant. 
While most companies were reluc­ 
tant to discuss their coal reserves for 
competitive reasons, the American 
Iron and Steel Institute estimated the 
industrywide coal stockpile at about 30 
days’ supply with half the steelmakers 


with less than 20 days’ supply on hand. 
Contingency plans vary among 
steelmakers, who consume one of 
every six tons of coal mined. 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp. says it 
will operate normally for the first week 
and reassess the situation after that. 
U.S. Steel Corp., the nation’s largest 
producer, plans to slow production by 
25 per cent immediately and 50 per cent 
if the strike goes past two weeks. 
The impact of the strike will be 
minimized in the steel industry if the 
mills can keep operating and avoid the 
costly shutdown and eventual restarts. 
A cutback by steelmakers eventually 
would have a crippling effect on related 
industries, such as automobiles. 


But power companies would be able 
to stretch their energy supplies 
somewhat by not having to serve the 
steel companies.

CHARLESTON, W. Va. (A P) — The 
country has enough coal to satisfy any 
demands 
at 
1972 prices, 
but 
un­ 
certainties are preventing expansion of 
production and consumption, a federal 
Energy Administration (FE A ) official 
said Sunday. 
Mark Silverman, Region 4 deputy 
administrator, told a legislative in­ 
terim committee on coal mining that 
the Project Independence report to be 
released Tuesday places coal as the 
“ primary candidate for occupying the 
crucial role” in the program and 
suggests “ West Virginia should act as a 
prime catalyst.” 
The report for Project Independence, 
which aims to decrease the country’s 
dependence on 
imported energy 
sources, is due on the first day of a now- 
inevitable United Mine Workers strike. 
Silverman said the FEA would have 
only the limited role in a strike of 
allocating substitute fuels to industries 


and utilities capable of switching. 
But he said that sufficient substitute 
fuel is not available even to replace 
shortages of natural gas that are ex­ 
pected this winter. 
“ We’re going to be in for some very 
severe problems this winter. even 
without a coal strike,” he said. 
Coal’s central role in any Ameircan 
energy program is due to its abun­ 
dance, he said; the nation has 350 years 
of coal that is minable with present 
technology. 
Today supply cannot equal demand 
because of recent strike-anticipatory 
stockpiling and because of the unex­ 
pected increase in demand last winter, 
he said. 
“ The present shortage could clear up 
in three to five years,” he said, except 
for the uncertainties of capital shor­ 
tages and air pollution standards, 
which are stalling increased production 
and consumption.

A b o rtio n s raising questions 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - The growing 
number of abortions since the 1973 
Supreme Court decision 
and 
new 
surgical techniques have raised a 
question in some legal minds: When 
does abortion become murder? 
A number of prosecutors watched 
Pittsburgh last week for the outcome of 
a coroner’s inquest into allegations that 
an internationally known obstetrician 
aborted a living child in the eighth 
month of pregnancy and then allowed it 
to die. 
Dr. Leonard Laufe, head of obstetrics 
and gynecology at Western Penn­ 
sylvania Hospital, was exonerated of 
any criminal responsibility in the case 
on Thursday when the coroner’s jury 
ruled that the child was stillborn. 
“ With the new surgical techniques 
employed in abortions in the third 
trimester, we are now in an area where 
you can have an abortion with a live 
fetus,” said John Tighe, first assistant 
in the Allegheny County district at­ 
torney’s office. 
“ If the child is born alive, no matter 


how slender the life, it is entitled to 
protection,” he added. 
Prosecutors in Baltimore and Boston 
were in touch with the Pittsburgh 
prosecutors for guidance in handling 
similiar cases in their cities, Tighe 
said.

AMSTERDAM, Netherlands (AP) — 
Bobby Fischer’s chess crown will go to 
a Russian if the dispute between the 
American and the International Chess 
Federation isn’t settled by April I, the 
president of the federation says. 
Dr. Max Euwe said in an interview 
Sunday he will strip the 31-year-old 
American of his crown unless he agrees 
to defend it under the scoring rules set 
by the federation, which is known as 
Fide. 
"At the moment we are in a complete 
stalem ate,” Euwe said. 
At its June meeting in Nice, France, 
the Fide congress rejected Fischer’s 
demand for a new scoring system for 
the 1975 title match. When he learned of 
this, Fischer sent a telegram to the 
fed eration ’s 
headquarter’s 
in 
Amsterdam, saying his demands were 
"non-negotiable” and renouncing his 
title. 
"We advised him that he had until 
April I to make up his mind, and ap­ 
pealed to him to reconsider his position 
in the interest of the chess playing 


world. But so far the world champion 
has not reacted to our plea," Fuwe 
said. 
Euwe, 
73 
and 
a 
former 
world 
champion, said Fischer "could go on 
claiming he is the real world champion, 
but that is something he should prove 
by playing.” 
“I hope, I even expect, a solution can 
be reached,” he added. 
"I 
know 
Fischer to be a fair player and I feel 
rather confident he will drop his de­ 
mands if we succeed in convincing him 
they are unreasonable.” 
Until Fischer defeated Boris Spassky 
for the championship in 1972, the world 
title was a Soviet monopoly. Now Soviet 
grandmasters 
Anatoly 
Karpov and 
Viktor Korchnoi are battling in Moscow 
for the right to challenge Fischer. 
Karpov has a commanding 3-1 lead in 
the 20th game of a 24-game series. 
Sixteen games were draws. The first 
player to win five games or the player 
with the most victories at the end of the 
series earns the right to challenge 
Fischer.

His partners 
are barred from casually 
raising his opening major suit 
bids—unless they are willing to

preferably, five trumps. 


When it came Cohn’s turn to 
bid on this deal — after two 
passes — he turned to his left- 
hand opponent, Mike Moss of 
New York, and asked which one 
of his teammates would be 
holding the South hand at the 
other table. 
This 
was 
a 
reasonable 
question to ask under the cir­ 
cumstances, as Cohn — faced 
with a wide choice of bids — was 
willing 
to 
explore 
the 
psychological advantages of 
knowing who his opposite 
number at the other table would 
be. 
But Moss either didn’t know, 
or pretended not to know, who 
was sitting South at the other 
table. He furthermore argued 
that Cohn was not entitled to 
this information, and that he 
was welcome to call the tour­ 
nament director if he wanted to 
settle the issue. 
But Cohn, unwilling to pursue 
the altercation further, said at 
this point: “ In that case, I’ll 
open the bidding with seven 
hearts.” 
Everybody passed and Moss 
led the ace of spades. Cohn 
ruffed, drew a round of trumps, 
cashed 
four 
club 
tricks, 
discarding a diamond from 
dummy, and so made the grand 
slam. 
Said Cohn, after the hand was 
over, “ The next time I ask a 
civil question, I’ll expect a civil 
answer!”

Cold Feet and Circulation 


I’m 67 and my circulation is 
bad. My feet get cold even when 
the weather is not particularly 
cold. Are there any exercises to 
improve circulation? 
Mr. T.F., Iowa 
Dear Mr. F.: 
My very first question is: DO 
YOU SMOKE? If you do, 
neither exercise nor medication 
will compensate for the spasms 
and the added narrowing of the 
blood vessels created by 
tobacco. 
At your age, there is always 
some narrowing of the blood 
vessels which impairs normal 
circulation. Circulation can be 
measured to see if there is an 
adequate amount of blood going 
to the tips of the fingers and 
toes. 
Special instruments similar 
to the blood pressure machine 
can measure the pulsations of 
the smaller arteries to the legs 
and feet. 
Every avenue of study must 
be taken to see if there is an 
underlying reason for your poor 
circulation. In the absence of 
these, special exercises will 
increase circulation. 
A person lying flat on his back 


elevates his legs for about 30 
seconds, until the toes seem to 
become 
slightly 
pale, 
or 
blanched. Then he sits with his 
legs dangling over the side of 
the bed, moving his legs back­ 
wards and forwards for about 
two minutes, until the normal 
pinkish color appears. 
Finally, he lies flat for about 
five minutes. This cycle is 
repeated in a few minutes. The 
exercise should be done about 
three times a day. 
These exercises are excellent 
for increasing circulation to the 
extremities. 
They do not, however, remove 
underlying causes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A nationwide 
coal strike will begin just after mid­ 
night tonight and a top official of the 
United Mine Workers predicted today 
that the walkout will last about three 
weeks. 
Most coal mines already were shut 
for the Veteran’s Day holiday while 
union and industry negotiators con­ 
tinued efforts to resolve differences 
over a new contract. 
As he arrived for today’s bargaining 
session, UMW Vice President Mike 
Trbovich said failure to reach an 
agreement before tonight’s official 
strike deadline will prolong the walkout 
at least another week beyond the 
union’s earlier two week forecast. 
“By not coming up with a contract 
last night or early this morning, I think 
w e’re in for a three-week strike,” 
Trbovich told reporters. He said the 
major obstacle holding up a settlement 
is the economic package dealing with 
wages, pensions, sick pay and other 
benefits. 
Only a few non-economic issues 
remained and the union official said 
these will be resolved. 
Trbovich said if the negotiators get 
their “heads together I think we can get 
something by the end of the week.” 
Both Guy Farm er, the chief industry 
negotiator, and UMW President Arnold 
Miller said after Sunday night’s session 
that they were getting closer to an 
agreement but indicated that it still 
was several days away. 
Each day of delay will further 
prolong the strike, now expected to last 
at 
least 
two 
weeks. 
That’s 
the 
estim ated time required for miners to 
vote on any tentative pact. 
The government says a walkout of 
any longer duration will begin to force 
production cutbacks in other industries 
and result in layoffs of thousands of 
workers. 
A strike is unavoidable because of the 
UMW’s “ no contract, no w ork” 
tradition, and because ratification of 
any settlement would require about IO 
days. Thus, the length of the walkout 
depends on the negotiators’ ability to 
ham m er out a new agreement that will 
win rank-and-file approval. The cur­ 
rent contract expires at 12:01 a.m. 
Tuesday. 
After furious last minute stockpiling 
Saturday, most coal mines were idle 
Sunday and are expected to remain so 
until the union’s 120,000 members ap­ 


prove a new contract. Were the mines 
to work today — Veteran’s Day — the 
companies would have to pay triple 
wages under holiday provisions of the 
current pact. 
The negotiators met until ll p.m. 
Sunday before recessing for the night, 
the latest they have worked in nearly a 
week. 


As he emerged from the talks, 
Farm er said he thought it would be 
midweek before a settlement was 
worked out.

MOSCOW (AP) - The Kremlin has 
increased its harassment of Jewish 
dissidents since the announcement in 
Washington of an agreement to let 
more Jews emigrate from the Soviet 
Union, leading Jewish activists have 
told Sen.

Republican met for an hour and a half 
Sunday night at the home of scientist 
Alexander Lerner with 16 of Moscow’s 
most active Jewish leaders, most of 
whom have been denied permission to 
leave the country.

the 
dissidents communicated with the West 
have been cut since Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D.-W ash., announced on 
Oct. 18 that the Soviet government was 
liberalizing its Jewish immigration 
policy to obtain trade concessions from 
the United States Congress. 
The Jews told Buckley that for the 
past three years some of their phones 
were shut off periodically, but several 
were usually left open. Now all of them 
have been shut off, they said. 
One of the group, Alexander Luntz, 
said reports from Minsk, the capital of 
Byelorussia, indicate that not only 


those Jews who apply to em igrate but 
those who receive invitations from 
Israel are being subjected to searches 
and confiscations. 
Luntz said that after a recent trip to 
the Caucasian republic of Azerbaijan, 
police detained him and confiscated 
documents and film on the Jews of that 
region. 
“We have seen that not the volume 
but the kinds of persecution have 
enlarged, and most of it is taking place 
where people are not able to inform 
either you or m e,” Luntz told the 
senator. 
The Jewish leaders put much em­ 
phasis on their need to maintain phone 
and mail communications with the 
West. They said constant contact would 
provide one of the best means of en­ 
suring that Soviet authorities adhere to 
the emigration agreement.

COLUMBUS, Ohio ( A P ) - Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown says he is confident 
the loth District Court of Appeals will 
overturn a lower court ruling that Ohio 
cannot recover $14 million in defaulted 
loans from two former state officials or 
their bonding companies. 
Judge Jack Young ruled last week 
that neither former Treasurer John D. 
Herbert nor his investment officer, 
Robert Gardner, was guilty of negli­ 
gence in making the loans. 
Young, who came out of retirement 
on assignment to hear a suit filed by 
Brown, also criticized the attorney 
general for failing to take quick action 
to recover the losses. 
The loans in question were two-year 
loans made to the Four Seasons Nur­ 
sing Centers of America for $4 million 
and King Resources, Inc., for $8 
million. Both firms later went broke. 
Young said Brown should have sued 
both firms and his failure to do so 
within 20 months was “indefensible.” 
He also criticized Board of Deposits 
action in 1970 that prohibited Herbert 
from disposing of any investments at a 
loss. 
“We feel Judge Young was wrong in 
his reasoning, that he felt 20 months 
was too long since the loans were made 
for the suit to be filed.. . , ” Brown said. 
The judge found that the “dilatory 
action or inaction by the attorney 
general’s office negated any offense 
which the treasurer may have com­ 
mitted, as did the order of the Board of 
Deposits.”

railroads and steel companies — are 
expected to feel the initial effect of the 
strike.

And, the Penn 
Central, the largest rail carrier, says it 
stands to lose $5 million a week during 
the strike. 
Interior Department officials say a 
strike of only two weeks would cut steel 
production by 25 per cent, with a cut­ 
back of up to 70 per cent forecast if the 
walkout continued into December. 
A drop in steel production would 
ripple through the auto, appliance and 
construction industries. Electric power

reserves 
of 
several weeks but a long strike would 
eventually begin to have serious 
consequences. 
The governm ent estim ates that 
400,000 workers will lose their jobs after 
four weeks of a coal strike and 1.7 
million after eight weeks.

If Congress develops 
any momentum for economic initiative 
at all, Ford could wind up in the 
position of seeming to block it, unless 
he comes up with proposals beyond 
those offered to date.

Israelis 
heighten 
austerity 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) - Slum 
dwellers rioted in protest against the 
government’s new austerity program, 
but Prem ier Yitzhak Rabin warned 
that more severe measures will come 
soon. 
The premier said in a televised 
speech Sunday that since the war last 
year, “arm s have poured into the Arab 
countries and we have had to confront 
this increased strength. 
“This will not be the last step,” he 
declared. “We have to face all the 
struggles 
— 
m ilitary, 
political, 
economic and social. I do not claim for 
a minute that we have solved these 
problems.” 
To halt the drain on Israel’s foreign 
currency reserves, the government 
early Sunday devalued the pound 43 per 
cent; increased the prices of food, 
gasoline and electricity; froze wages; 
put a six-month ban on imports of cars, 
shoes, television sets, tape recorders, 
beer and cement; levied new taxes on 
overseas trav el, banks, insurance 
companies and capital gains. 


The price of milk jumped from 15 to 
25 cents a quart. Sugar tripled, from 16 
to 48 cents a pound. Gasoline increased 
from $1.53 to $1.75 a gallon. 
The pound dropped from 4.20 to 6.00 
to the dollar. 
Treasury officials said the program 
would add about 17 per cent to the cost 
of living, which already has risen 34 per 
cent this year. 
Many people expected something of 
the sort and for the past week have 
been stocking up at supermarkets and 
gas stations.

QUITO, E cuador (AP) — The 
secretary-general of the Organization 
of American States says he is certain 
the OAS will vote to lift its 10-year-old 
diplomatic and economic sanctions 
against Cuba. 
“We will have the 14 votes,” said 
Galo Plaza. “All we need now is to 
agree on the precise wording of the 
resolution.” 
Voting could begin tonight at the OAS 
foreign m inisters’ meeting that began 
Friday. Twenty-one nations are en­ 
titled to vote, and a two-thirds majority 
is required for action. 
A draft resolution presented 
by 
Venezuela, Colombia and Costa Rica 
calls for the lifting of the sanctions and 
includes a key clause “reaffirming the 
principle of nonintervention into the 
affairs of other states.” 
But some diplomats expressed doubt 
that agreem ent on the wording of the 
resolution would be reached. 
Chile, Uruguay and Paraguay have 
said they will vote against ending 
sanctions. Nicaragua has said it is 
abstaining, and diplomatic sources 
said Haiti, which first was in favor of 
lifting the ban, now may abstain. 
The United States, Brazil, Bolivia 
and Guatemala are still uncommitted. 
But Brazil and Bolivia have indicated 
they are willing to go along with the 
resolution once it 
gets 
two-thirds 
support.

'49ers club' eyes 
Demo leadership

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— There’s a 
“49ers Club” in the newly elected 
legislature that will seek to unseat the 
present Democratic leadership. 
Sen. Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, 49, is 
running for the top post of Senate 
majority leader against veteran 
Democratic 
chief 
Anthony 
O. 
Calabrese, D-22 Cleveland. 
Rep. Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New 
Boston, also 49, will try to become 
speaker in a caucus, probably next 
month, against present Speaker A. G. 
Lancione, D-99 Bellaire. Riffe is now 
speaker pro tem, the No. 2 job. 
The two power struggles had taken 
shape earlier, but last Tuesday’s 
election assuring Democrats of control 
of both houses gave it more signifi­ 
cance. They will control the next 
Senate 21-12 and have an increased 
edge of 59-40 in the House compared to 
5841 presently. 
The speaker’s post is generally 
regarded as second in power only to 
that of the governor, which Riffe may 
seek if he is successful in his bid to 
defeat Lancione, his former roommate 
and friend of many years. The Scioto 
County insuranceman 
has 
been 
mentioned as a possible gubernatorial 
prospect in 1978. 
As majority leader in the Senate, 
Ocasek also would have power and 
prestige and the kind of exposure that 
could someday mean higher office for 
him, although he claims no such am­ 
bitions. 
Ocasek, noting Riffe is his same age, 
said “we’re the 49ers . .. it will be our 
job to get Democratic programs 
through the legislature.” 
Calabrese and Lancione, reportedly 
both 67 although neither likes to tell his 
age, are not taking their challenges but 
say they are confident of retaining their 
posts. “I’m going to be the Democratic 
leader,” 
said 
Calabrese, 
who 
recovered recently from surgery and a 
subsequent extended illness. 
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Lancione claims to have sufficient 
votes in the House caucus to ward off 
Riffe’s challenge despite a rebellion on 
behalf of the speaker pro tem by two 
Toledo Democrats. 
Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, D46 Toledo, 
and Rep. Barney Quilter, D47 Toledo, 
are boosting Riffe with claims he 
already works 
long 
hours and 
weekends and does most of the 
speaker’s duties anyway. 
If the revolt comes off successfully, 
Quilter, now majority floor leader, 
reportedly would move into Riffe’s 
present job. Wilkowski has been 
chairman of the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee but quit that post when Lancione 
publicly scorned the rebellion.

COVINGTON, Ky. (AP) - Bus 
service connecting Northern Kentucky 
with Cincinnati was suspended Sunday 
after members of the Amalgamated 
Transit Union walked off their jobs.

Business at the board’s regular 
monthly meeting included allocation of 
$490,000 to Columbus city schools for 
vocational construction, approval of 
$100,000 to five universities for pre­ 
paring teachers of handicapped youth, 
and awarding $120,085 to 24 school 
districts for providing work-study 
opportunities to disadvantaged youth.

Unanswered questions 


A n o th e r View 


R eaction to P re sid e n t F o rd ’s 
appearance before a congressional 
panel to explain the Nixon pardon 
m akes it evident that the outcome 
has left m any people dissatisfied. 
We share this view. 
Too many 
sig n ific a n t 
questions 
a re 
still 
unanswered. The House Judiciary 
su b co m m ittee and p e rh a p s its 
parent com m ittee ought to look 
m ore deeply into this im portant 
m atter. 


President Ford is to be applauded - 
has been lavishly applauded by the 
subcom m ittee and others - for going 
to Congress and opening himself to 
inquiry on a touch subject. It is 
gratifying to have his categorical 
assurance that “there was no deal” 
between him and the disgraced 
form er president. 


But Mr. Ford’s rather wistful hope 
that his account of the pardon and 
what led him to grant it when he did 
has ‘‘cleared the air” of suspicion 
and rumor has not been realized. His 
appearance at the hearing will not 
end the people’s concern about 
Watergate and turn their thoughts to 
other problems, any more than the 
pardon itself did. In both cases, his 
expectations were wrong. 
That is true in the present in­ 
stance, it must be said in fairness, 
not only because the presidential 
response 
was 
inadequate 
but 
because subcommittee procedures 
were ineffective. For all Rep. 
Lawrence J. Hogan’s wrist slap to 
the effect that the five-minute rule 
was 
standard 
practice, 
Rep. 
Elizabeth Holtzman was right: 
restricting each subcommittee 


member to five minutes did not 
allow enough time to dig into the 
important questions involved. 


The subcommittee also fell short 
of meeting its responsibility on oth­ 
er counts. It did not precede the 
presidential appearance with the 
questioning of other witnesses which 
the situation demands. It did not call 
for some of the documents which 
might 
shed 
light 
on 
the 
cir­ 
cumstances of the pardon. 


These shortcomings can still be 
remedied. 
The 
President’s 
statement and response to the few 
substantive questions put to him has 
been helpful, but it is not enough. 
The Nixon pardon must be more 
fully explored if the rumors and 
suspicions to which Mr. Ford alluded 
are to be laid to rest.

: intim ated during his earlier shuttle 
diplomacy would be forthcoming. It 
would go to rebuild the ruins along the 
Suez Canal. Those ruins are untouched 
as E gypt’s President Anwar Sadat is 
reported to anticipate another war 
m aking reconstruction futile. 
Such a move would support Kissinger 
in his present effort to salvage the basis 
for negotiation that he achieved during 
his m arathon diplomacy earlier this 
year. He goes back to the Middle E ast 
this tim e empty-handed. 


Next in the order of priority should be 
stern m easures to conserve gasoline. 
The reduction of a million barrels of oil 
a day will never be achieved by 
voluntarism . Gasoline rationing or an 
acro ss-th e-b o ard cut in p etroleum 
im ports is essential even without the 
drastic consequences of a new em bargo 
resulting from still another war. 
Anyone who thinks this will happen is 
living in a dream world. It is the sam e 
old Congress with the sam e old m en in 
control of the key com m ittees and the 
key decisions under the com m ittee 
system . These are not bad men. In fact, 
they are cpnspientious and for the most 
part well m eaning. It just happens that 
they are prisoners of a past that takes 
no account of a world in the throes of 
revolutionary change. 


The new Congress with even m ore 
top-heavy D em ocratic m ajorities that 
meets in January will be very much 
like the expiring 93rd. Although there 
m ay be exceptions, the sam e leaders 
and the sam e com m ittee chairm en will 
be re-elected to their present posts. 


Speaker Carl Albert first cam e to the 
House 26 years ago. He was elected 
m ajority leader in the 87th Congress 
and Speaker in the 92nd. A sad com ­ 
m entary on the sticky tangle between 
the ex ecu tiv e and the le g isla tiv e 
branches is that the vote on con­ 
firm ation of Nelson Rockefeller to be 
Vice President is unlikely to come until 
some tim e in 1975. During this interval, 
the am iable Speaker would become 
President if Gerald Ford should not 
complete his term . 


Mike Mansfield of M ontana has been 
m ajority leader of the Senate since 
1961. He is a decent human being who 
finds it difficult if not impossible to 
produce any sem blance of unity with 
the satraps ruling over their own 
com m ittee principalities.

Fire training readied

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Ohio’s 
new $3 million firemen’s training 
academy, nearly two years from a 
formal opening, isn’t being set up to do 
away with local training programs, 
Ohio’s fire marshal says. 
“There has been a lot of confusion 
and misunderstanding about the 
academy,” said state Fire Marshal 
David Lucht. 
“We’re not out to abolish local 
training programs. We want to expand 
and enhance them.” 
First priority, he said, will be to 
determine what Ohio needs in fire 
training 
and 
to 
establish 
such 
programs. 
Lucht said the five-building academy 
in suburban Reynoldsburg will be open 
on a tuition basis to all professional and 
volunteer firemen, and also will train in 
“the advanced techniques of fire­ 
fighting, 
managem ent 
and 
ad­ 
ministration, arson investigation and 
other areas where we believe a lot is 
lacking.” 
The academy is scheduled to go into 
operation in the summer of 1976. 
Lucht said “the main thrust of the 
academy will be to determine the total 
needs of the state and train and educate 
fire fighters, a real effort to reduce the 
loss of life and property from fire.” 
Ohio has an estimated 44,000 firemen, 
75 per cent of them unpaid volunteers 
who now get a basic 36-hour training 
course. Professional firemen are re­ 
quired under present law to receive a 
minimum of 160 hours.

One may start the succession of year- 
around blooms with the snow-drop and 
similar small plants, daffodils, tulips, 
iris, gladiolia, lilies, tuberous begonias, 
cannas and dahlias. 
A true bud is really a bud containing 
in it the flowers in miniature. It needs 
only warmth, moisture and the means 
of absorbing the moisture (roots) to 


grow and flower. It is composed of 
layers of overlapping scales and in­ 
creases chiefly by division. The scales 
divide from the parent plant and these 
form new bulbs, actually parts from 
the old plant. Among these is the lily. 
The corm, such as gladioli, is solid 
flesh. It blooms for a single season, and 
an entirely new corm grows about it to 
take its place. In addition to this it 
forms bulblets around its base which 
are also new growths.

PITTSBURGH (A P) — The steel 
industry, bolstered by a no-strike 
agreement with steelworkers and 
headed toward record profits through 
the first three quarters of 1974, faces a 
major threat from the impending coal 
strike. 
The consensus of industry analysts 
was that if the strike lasts more than 
two weeks, layoffs of thousands of 
steelworkers will begin and production 
will be curtailed significantly. 
Coal company and union rep­ 
resentatives have been meeting in 
Washington and 
reported progress 
Sunday night toward an agreement. 
But a settlement was not likely until 
midweek, after the start of a nation­ 
wide strike. The miners’ contract ex­ 
pires at midnight tonight. 
Even if a tentative agreement is 
reached, rank-and-file members must

approve it before the strike ends under 
the union’s no contract-no work tra­ 
dition. Ratification is expected to take 
eight to IO days. 
The coal strike would be especially 
costly to the steelmakers if it causes 
shutdowns. 
During shutdowns, the companies 
face rapidly rising costs for taxes, 
bonded indebtedness and machinery 
depreciation. And the cost of closing 
down before and restarting after a 
strike can be staggering. 
That’s why the no-strike agreement 
signed last spring with the million- 
member United Steelworkers Union 
was especially significant. 
While most companies were reluc­ 
tant to discuss their coal reserves for 
competitive reasons, the American 
Iron and Steel Institute estimated the 
industrywide coal stockpile at about 30 
days’ supply with half the steelmakers 


with less than 20 days’ supply on hand. 
Contingency plans vary among 
steelmakers, who consume one of 
every six tons of coal mined. 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp. says it 
will operate normally for the first week 
and reassess the situation after that. 
U.S. Steel Corp., the nation’s largest 
producer, plans to slow production by 
25 per cent immediately and 50 per cent 
if the strike goes past two weeks. 
The impact of the strike will be 
minimized in the steel industry if the 
mills can keep operating and avoid the 
costly shutdown and eventual restarts. 
A cutback by steelmakers eventually 
would have a crippling effect on related 
industries, such as automobiles. 


But power companies would be able 
to stretch their energy supplies 
somewhat by not having to serve the 
steel companies.

Coal expansion 
hit by uncertainty 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. (A P) — The 
country has enough coal to satisfy any 
demands at 1972 prices, 
but 
un­ 
certainties are preventing expansion of 
production and consumption, a federal 
Energy Administration (FE A ) official 
said Sunday. 
Mark Silverman, Region 4 deputy 
administrator, told a legislative in­ 
terim committee on coal mining that 
the Project Independence report to be 
released Tuesday places coal as the 
“ primary candidate for occupying the 
crucial role’’ in the program and 
suggests “ West Virginia should act as a 
prime catalyst.” 
The report for Project Independence, 
which aims to decrease the country’s 
dependence on 
imported energy 
sources, is due on the first day of a now- 
inevitable United Mine Workers strike. 
Silverman said the FEA would have 
only the limited role in a strike of 
allocating substitute fuels to industries 


and utilities capable of switching. 
But he said that sufficient substitute 
fuel is not available even to replace 
shortages of natural gas that are ex­ 
pected this winter. 
“ We’re going to be in for some very 
severe problems this winter, even 
without a coal strike,” he said. 
Coal’s central role in any Ameiican 
energy program is due to its abun­ 
dance, he said; the nation has 350 years 
of coal that is minable with present 
technology. 
Today supply cannot equal demand 
because of recent strike-anticipatory 
stockpiling and because of the unex­ 
pected increase in demand last winter, 
he said. 
“ The present shortage could clear up 
in three to five years,” he said, except 
for the uncertainties of capital shor­ 
tages and air pollution standards, 
which are stalling increased production 
and consumption.

Abortions raising questions 


PITTSBURGH (A P) — The growing 
number of abortions since the 1973 
Supreme Court decision 
and 
new 
surgical techniques have raised a 
question in some legal minds: When 
does abortion become murder? 
A number of prosecutors watched 
Pittsburgh last week for the outcome of 
a coroner’s inquest into allegations that 
an internationally known obstetrician 
aborted a living child in the eighth 
month of pregnancy and then allowed it 
to die. 
Dr. Leonard Laufe, head of obstetrics 
and gynecology at Western Penn­ 
sylvania Hospital, was exonerated of 
any criminal responsibility in the case 
on Thursday when the coroner’s jury 
ruled that the child was stillborn. 
“ With the new surgical techniques 
employed in abortions in the third 
trimester, we are now in an area where 
you can have an abortion with a live 
fetus,” said John Tighe, first assistant 
in the Allegheny County district at­ 
torney’s office. 
“ If the child is born alive, no matter 


how slender the life, it is entitled to 
protection,” he added. 
Prosecutors in Baltimore and Boston 
were in touch with the Pittsburgh 
prosecutors for guidance in handling 
similiar cases in their cities, Tighe 
said.

AMSTERDAM, Netherlands (AP) - 
Bobby Fischer’s chess crown will go to 
a Russian if the dispute between the 
American and the International Chess 
Federation isn’t settled by April I, the 
president of the federation says. 
Dr. Max Euwe said in an interview 
Sunday he will strip the 31-year-old 
American of his crown unless he agrees 
to defend it under the scoring rules set 
by the federation, which is known as 
Fide. 
“ At the moment we are in a complete 
stalem ate,” Euwe said. 
At its June meeting in Nice, France, 
the Fide congress rejected Fischer’s 
demand for a new scoring system for 
the 1975 title match. When he learned of 
this, Fischer sent a telegram to the 
federation’s 
headquarter’s 
in 
Amsterdam, saying his demands were 
“ non-negotiable” and renouncing his 
title. 
“ We advised him that he had until 
April I to make up his mind, and ap­ 
pealed to him to reconsider his position 
in the interest of the chess playing 


world. But so far the world champion 
has not reacted to our plea,” Euwe 
said. 
Euwe, 73 and 
a 
former world 
champion, said Fischer “could go on 
claiming he is the real world champion, 
but that is something he should prove 
by playing.” 
“ I hope, I even expect, a solution can 
be reached,” he added. 
“ I know 
Fischer to be a fair player and I feel 
rather confident he will drop his de­ 
mands if we succeed in convincing him 
they are unreasonable.” 
Until Fischer defeated Boris Spassky 
for the championship in 1972, the world 
title was a Soviet monopoly. Now Soviet 
grandmasters Anatoly Karpov and 
Viktor Korchnoi are battling in Moscow 
for the right to challenge Fischer. 
Karpov has a commanding 3-1 lead in 
the 20th game of a 24-game series. 
Sixteen games were draws. The first 
player to win five games or the player 
with the most victories at the end of the 
series earns the right to challenge 
Fischer.

Common mart hikes dairy output

WASHINGTON (AP) 
- . D a i r y 
production in the European Common 
Market is continuing to climb and may 
send more cheese and possibly more 
butter and other milk products into the 
world market within a few years, a 
report by the Agriculture Department 
said today. 
Consumption of dairy products by 
Europeans is not expected to keep pace 
with milk production gains that are ex­ 
pected to average 2 to 3 per cent an­ 
nually over the next five years, the 
departm ent’s Foreign Agricultural 
Service said. 
“The result will be an increase in that 
part of the supply seeking an export 
outlet,’’ the report said. “The preferred 
form for the potentially expanded 
export supply is most likely to be 
cheese.” 
European dairy m anufacturers 
utilize large-scale, highly mechanized 
plants for cheese production and more 
are under construction, the report said. 
It was written by Edward Karpoff, a 
foreign commodity analyst in the 
Foreign Agricultural Service. 


Surplus dairy production in Europe, 
encouraged by high government 
subsidy guarantees, has been a 
perennial problem for American dairy 
farmers. Huge increases in import 
quotas last year and in early 1974 have 
been blamed in part for the financial 
problems 
confronting 
U.S. 
milk 
producers. 
President Ford has assured farmers 
that no further increases in dairy 
quotas will be undertaken without full 


discussion with the industry. But the 
report today indicated the huge buildup 
of European dairy stocks will be a 
potential problem for U.S. farmers at 
least through 1980 unless new solutions 
are found.

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Bengals win on Ken Anderson's heroics 


On a day when two National Football 
League quarterbacks bordering on 40 
years of age were pitching it up there 
with the best of them, young Ken 
Anderson proved to be just that — the 
best of them. 
Anderson, who was eight years old 
when Sonny Jurgensen and Len 
Dawson each stepped back into the 
NFL pocket for the first time in 1957,

“In practice we don’t expect dirty 
football,” the volatile coach said on his 
weekly 
television 
program 
late 
Saturday night. “You can’t run your 
plays when you can’t get your center 
off the ground.” 
Hayes charged that members of the 
Michigan State squad held down his 
players in an attempt to keep the 
Buckeyes from running a final play 
from just short of the goalline in Sat­ 
urday’s regionally televised game at 
East Lansing. 
And Hayes contended the officials 
erred in not calling time. 
“There were 26 seconds left and we 
couldn’t get one play off,” the Ohio 
State coach said. “They (the Spartans) 
kept us down on the ground. We 
couldn’t get our men up.” 
Hayes charged that Steve Myers, his 
center, was held by the facemask to 
keep him on the ground. 
“When there’s that much of a pileup, 
the officials should call a time out,” 
Hayes said. “That’s where they blew it. 
“I bitterly resent there was no effort 
to get our players unpiled. It was 
grossly unfair to our players. 
“I may be bitter toward officials, but 
there are too many games decided by 
officials,” he said. 
Several Ohio State players appeared 
on the television show, and Hayes 
asked Scott Dannelley if he had been 
held. 
“Otto Smith was holding me down,” 
Dannelley replied. “He had my legs 
and hands.”

number at the other table would 
be. 
But Moss either didn’t know, 
or pretended not to know, who 
was sitting South at the other 
table. He furthermore argued 
that Cohn was not entitled to 
this information, and that he 
was welcome to call the tour­ 
nament director if he wanted to 
settle the issue. 
But Cohn, unwilling to pursue 
the altercation further, said at 
this point: “In that case, I’ll 
open the bidding with seven 
hearts.” 
Everybody passed and Moss 
led the ace of spades. Cohn 
ruffed, drew a round of trumps, 
cashed 
four 
club 
tricks, 
discarding a diamond from 
dummy, and so made the grand 
slam. 
Said Cohn, after the hand was 
over, “The next time I ask a 
civil question, I’ll expect a civil 
answer!”

Cold Feet and Circulation 


I’m 67 and my circulation is 
bad. My feet get cold even when 
the weather is not particularly 
cold. Are there any exercises to 
improve circulation? 
Mr. T.F., Iowa 
Dear Mr. F.: 
My very first question is: DO 
YOU SMOKE? If you do, 
neither exercise nor medication 
will compensate for the spasms 
and the added narrowing of the 
blood vessels created by 
tobacco. 
At your age, there is always 
some narrowing of the blood 
vessels which impairs normal 
circulation. Circulation can be 
measured to see if there is an 
adequate amount of blood going 
to the tips of the fingers and 
toes. 
Special instruments similar 
to file blood pressure machine 
can measure the pulsations of 
the smaller arteries to the legs 
and feet. 
Every avenue of study must 
be taken to see if there is an 
underlying reason for your poor 
circulation. In the absence of 
these, special exercises will 
increase circulation. 
A person lying flat on his back 


elevates his legs for about 30 
seconds, until the toes seem to 
become 
slightly pale, 
or 
blanched. Then he sits with his 
legs dangling over the side of 
the bed, moving his legs back­ 
wards and forwards for about 
two minutes, until the normal 
pinkish color appears. 
Finally, he lies flat for about 
five minutes. This cycle is 
repeated in a few minutes. The 
exercise should be done about 
three times a day. 
These exercises are excellent 
for increasing circulation to the 
extremities. 
They do not, however, remove 
underlying causes.
